“You’re making California 
a laboratory and the people are 
the guinea pigs,” Weissich said. 
“If McMillan is wrong, one or 
more of (hbse guinea pigs will 
lose his life during the next 
six years.”

Reuther Wins 


Firm Backing 


At Union Meet 


ALANTIC CITY, N. J. UFl — 
Walter P. Reuther appeared to­ 
day to be in firm control of the 
United Auto Workers conven­ 
tion 
after winning overwhel­ 
ming approval of everything he 
has proposed so far. 
But the UAW president may 
encounter 
some 
opposition 
from a minority faction figh‘- 
ing his proposal to increase 
basic union dues of $2.50 to $3 
a month. 
The 
opposition 
developed 
last 
night 
at an anti-Reuther 
caucus led 
by Carl Stellato, 
president of the 44.000-member 
Ford Rouge plant local in the 
Detroit area. 
A long-time critic of Reuther, 
Stellato urged his followers to 
maneuver for a roll call when 
the dues question comes up for 
a vote. 
Stellato said he opposed the 
dues increase “because none of 
it is going to the strike fund.” 
He said the AUW’s present 23- 
m i l l i o n - d o l l a r strike fund 
should be increased to at least 
100 millions. 
An estimated 97 per cent of 
the delegates approved Reuth- 
er’s plan setting up a public 
review board to act as a watch­ 
dog on union ethical practices. 
The board, made up of seven 
prominent citizens outside the 
union, also will share the au­ 
thority with the convention as 
the ultimate appeal body for 
grievances of union members.

Mclnnis showed surprising 
strength. 
Political

had expected a closed race be­ 
tween him and Culver. 
I^ARGEST VOTE 
Sauer polled the largest vote 
or any candidate, while Wilson 
was defeated by Baar in the 
closest race of the day. This 
was the second time in two 
years that Wilson was runner 
up to the winners. In 1955, 
Councilman Fred Jensen polled 
1.994; C o u n c i l m a n Charles 
Aby, 1,738, Wilson losing with a 
1,371 vote, followed by Orlan­ 
do Conti with 711. Wilson was 
subsequently appointed to the 
council. 
Election oI two new council- 
men raised immediate fears 
among proponents of the off- 
street parking plan that “park­ 
ing may now be out of the ques­ 
tion.” 
OPPOSES PROJECT 
Councilman Fred Jensen has 
consistantly opposed the pro­ 
posed 
million-dollar project, 
urging the council to make 
sure money is available before 
going ahead. 
If Sauer and Baar join forces 
with Jensen, the three could 
outvote Mclnnis and Aby. 
But both Sauer and Baar an­ 
nounced today they are confi­ 
dent that at least a modified 
parking plan will go through. 
“I am not against parking,” 
said Sauer. “1 feel that a modi­ 
fied plan will go through be­ 
cause the city doe* need park­ 
ing.” He said he opposed con­ 
demnation of land for parking 
purposes but feels that the city 
can go ahead with property 
which the owners have consent­ 
ed to sell. 
HITS CONDEMNATION 
“Negotiation for land is all 
right, but to me, condemnation 
is a bad word,” said Sauer. 
Baar said he, too,* feels the 
city will get offstreet parking 
of some kind. “But we will have 
to review the program. The 
city should do everything pos­ 
sible to get aw'ay from con­ 
demnation. I don’t think we 
ought to use it in a situation 
like this.” 
Baar added that he would 
like to see whether the city can 
sell the 
million-dollar bonds 
for the proposed parking pro- 
■ gram before going ahead. “We 
may be biting off more than 
we can chew,” he commented. 
MOVE URGENT 
Both Sauer and Baar indicat­ 
ed they think that projects like 
street improvement are more 
urgent than a new city hall and 
civic center at Albert Field.

Builder Edward W. Burgar of San Rafael promises 
completion early in July. 
Architects are Wurster, 
Bernardi and Emmons. 


Work will start immediately 
on a new building at the Marin 
Art and Garden Center in Ross, 
it was announced last night at 
a meeting of the board of di­ 
rectors in the Octagon House 
at the center. 
The redwood structure, to 
cost $23,333, will include a kit­ 
chen, an all-purpose workshop 
room, dressing rooms, and an 
extensive deck area with a 
large indoor-outdoor stone fire­ 
place. 
The building will provide kit­ 
chen facilities for the North­ 
gate Group, which conducts 
weekly luncheon-fashion shows 
during the summer months and 
other activities at the center, 
and will supply a workroom 
for 
the 
Decorations 
Guild’s 
year-round preparation for the 
annual Christmas Greens Sale. 
Located near the north gate 
of the center on Laurel Grove 
avenue, the structure will re­ 
place the old Northgate Group 
kitchen facilities a short dis­ 
tance from the Octagon House. 
The deck will extend over the 
creek toward the Northgate 
dining area. 
Donn Emmons of Mill Val­ 
ley, of Wurster, Bernardi and 
Emmons, San Francisco archi­ 
tects who designed the build­ 
ing as part of their master 
plan for the center, appeared 
before the board last night to 


report on the plans. 
Edward W. Burgar, San Ra­ 
fael general contractor, was 
awarded the building contract. 
Burgar's was lowest of three 
jubmitted. Other bidders were 
Ralph E. Murphy of San Ra­ 
fael and Otis Smith of Lark­ 
spur. 
Burgar will have the build- | 
ing ready for the 1957 series j 
of Northgate luncheons start­ 
ing in mid-July, he said. 
Mrs. Caroline S. Livermore, 
president of the center, an-1 
nounced that financing of the 
project had been aided con­ 
siderably by a $5,000 contri­ 
bution 
toward 
the 
building 
fund by the Northgate Group, 
plus a pledge by the group to 
pay rental for the use of the 
facilities. 
She also said impetus was 
given to go ahead with the 
building when the Decorations 
Guild turned over its $3,000 
profit from the 1956 greens 
sale to the general center fund. 
The center will assume respon­ 
sibility for the loan of the re­ 
mainder of the cost. 
Meantime 
various 
money­ 
making activities are sched­ 
uled by the Northgate Group 
to help pay for the building. 
A fireplace fund has been set 
up with members already con­ 
tributing $5 a stone. A “mar­ 
ket day” is set for May 18.

“Save our redwood trees” is 
the cry of a petition being cir­ 
culated in Larkspur against lo­ 
cation in Larkspur's Baltimore 
Canyon of access and terminus 
of the proposed Mt. Tamalpais 
tramway. 
The petition is to be present­ 
ed to the Larkspur City Coun­ 
cil’s special hearing on the pro­ 
posed “tram for Tam” tenta­ 
tively set for Friday evening. 
Circulators 
of the petition, 
Mrs. Joseph Purkey and Mrs. 
August Dellepiane, claim that 
more than 100 redwood trees 
would have to be cut to provide 
access to the proposed Balti­ 
more Canyon terminus. 
“Baltimore and M a d r o n e 
streets in Larkspur would have 
to be widened to accommodate 
the tramway. Widening of the 
narrow, one-way streets would 
necessitate cutting down many 
redwood 
trees,” Mrs. Purkey 
alleged. 
Mrs. Purkey said that 40 cop­ 
ies of the petition have been 
sent to residents of Larkspur, 
but have not yet been returned 
for a count of signatures. 
She emphasized that the pe­ 
tition is not in protest to the 
construction of a tramway on 
Mt. Tamalpais, but to the loca­ 
tion of its terminus in 
Balti­ 
more Canyon. 
Further reasons for protest 
to the 
location, according to 
Mrs. Purkey, are that it would

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Can We Urge Inspection Of 
Atom, Keep Satellite Secret? 


Report from New York that Rear 
Adm. 
Rawson Bennett, the man 
in 
charge, plans to launch the world’s first 
artificial satellite in secret sends a chill 
down our spine. 
Here we are, a nation which advocates 
world inspection of atomic production 
for war, and yet we are going to put the 
clamps of secrecy over one of science s 
greatest victories, a victory over the 
earth’s gravity. 
What’s Admiral Bennett afraid of° 
That the project might fail? Science has 
failed on its first attempt before. 
Is 
there something about this “basket-ball 
sized” satelite which the military hasn’t 
been telling us? 
Up to now w e’ve con­ 
sidered this to be a scientific project, 
the major feature of the geophysical 


year. 
And 
the geophysical 
year 
is 
touted as a cooperative scientific effort 
of all major nations, including Soviet 
Russia. 


How then can we conceivably put 
such an event under cover? And what 
is the excuse? Certainly not that our 
military secrets are endangered. Or are 
we planning the satellite for military 
use? 


Admiral Bennett’s attitude has cast a 
pall of unanswered questions across 
what should be an open and constructive 
demonstration of how science can and 
must lead the way to effective coopera­ 
tion between nations.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)— Re­ 
viving the old theory that you 
can “fool som e of the people 
all the tim e, and all the peo­ 
ple som e of the tim e, but you 
can’t fool all the people all of 
the 
t i m e . ” 
Assem blym an 
Sheridan 
N. 
Hegland (D-La 
Mesa) is attem pting through 
AB 3903 to awaken public 
consciousness to the fallacies 
of school financing in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The assem blym an, who w ill 
bring the bill again before 
the A ssem bly Education Com­ 
m ittee on May 15, says the 
people of the state are being 
fooled into a sense of security 
in the m ethod of school fi­ 
nancing now in vogue. Sim ple 
reason is that the taxpayers 
are not raising enough m oney 
to pay interest on the debt 
and keep up with the new 
construction program. 


TO REMEDY the situation 
Hegland 
proposes 
in 
AB 
3903 that the state levy an 
ad valorem tax 
and 
besides 
putting the school construc­ 
tion financing program on a 
pay-as-you-go basis, save the 
taxpayers of the state about 
$125 m illion a year in bond­ 
ing interest charges. 


To accom plish this, he sug­ 
gests that the am ounts need­ 
ed for bond interest and re­ 
tirem ent, school district con­ 
struction and construction ri- 
nanced by the state be added 
together. 
T h e 
state 
then 
would contribute 
about 30 
per cent of the total, which 
it 
is 
contributing 
anyhow, 
and the other 70 per cent 
would be raised by ad valo­ 
rem tax assessed by the state 
controller, and then returned 
paid in taxes by hom eowners 
to the districts. 


HE SAYS THAT in a ma­ 
jority of the school districts, 
the ad valorem rate would 
approxim ate $1.20 for a few 
years, and then drop m aterial­ 


ly* 
“N ext year,” said Hegland, 
“I am inform ed local school

American m inister to Buda­ 
pest, Edward T. W ailes, who 
is now back in the U.S. after 
spending a few m onths in 
the Hungarian capital during 
which he studiously refrained 
from presenting his creden­ 
tials to the K rem lin-installed 
Kadar regim e. No one w ill ha 
sent in his stead. 


THE PURPOSE IS to avoid 
giving even a sem blance of 
support to a regim e which is

Soviet 
colony, 
which 
is 
m aintained in power only by 
the presence of Soviet tanks 
and which has the undying 
opposition of nearly the w hole 
Hungarian people. 


The best evidence is that 
the Kadar governm ent con­

And aid 
to athletes also should be on 
a basis similar to other scholar­ 
ships which involve need, aca­ 
demic and leadership.

It is an innocent looking clause buried deep in the legal double- 
talk of the subdivision improvement agreement. (This agreement provides for the 
installations of streets, curbs, sidewalks and gutters in a subdivision.) 


What is the joker? Well, gather round, friends. In the agree­ 
ment it says that the contractor must: 


1. W arrant and guarantee design of plans and specifications. 
(Although these plans, prior to construction, have already been checked 
and approved by the Department of Public Works, whose responsibility it 
is to see that the plans are adequate.) 


2. Maintain improvements for a period of one year after a 
completion date that is never really fixed. 


(This forces the contractor to be a “hbusekeeper” for the county. We ask 
you, should a contractor be forced to pay for damage to a curb broken by 
a moving van or an earthquake — a year — five years after he has com­ 
pleted the subdivision? 


Under this “joker” he is forced to.) 


3. He also must agree to repair and correct the “causes'’ of 
any defects and failures. 


(This is impossible! 


Why did the driver of the moving van break the curb? 


How do you stop an earthquake? These are some of the possible “causes.”) 


Would you subdivide under these conditions? 


No wonder there are 1,000 men in the construction industry 
out of work. 


The Board should, just like in other Bay Area counties, cause 
the Department of Public Works to face up to its responsibilities and approve the 
plans once and for all at the start of a project.

Here's Answer On Church-Youth 


Program: Good One Costs Money 


It’s no accident that some 
churches hold their teenagers. 
Nor that others lose them. Many 
weeks ago I asked you to write 
letters about the programs in 
the successful churches. Re­ 
member? Here’s a summary 
from 
your replies. 
Thanks, 
friends, for writing. 
PLANNED PROGRAM. Suc­ 
cessful churches deliberately 
plan attractive programs for 
teenagers. They don’t trust to 
luck. They spend money. They 
work at the job. In addition to 
purely religious activities they 
plan many social affairs. They 
keep their young people busy 
doing interesting, constructive 
things. 
GOOD LEADERS/ One way 
or another the churches pro­ 
vide good youth leaders. Peo­ 
ple with personality, intelli­ 
gence, 
h u m o r , d e v o t i o n , 
strength. Larger churches oft­ 
en hire trained youth leaders. 
Smaller churches depend chief­ 
ly on volunteers. But they train 
them 
carefully. Good leader­ 
ship is a ‘‘must.” 
SPECIAL FACILITIES. Most 
of the successful churches have 
special rooms 
the 
teenagers 
consider their own. A few big 
churches have separate youth 
b u i l d i n g s with recreation 
rooms, c l a s s r o o m s , study 
rooms. Facilities aren’t as im­ 
portant as leadership. But they 
help. 
SPECIAL STUDI ES. The 
churches provide study and dis­ 
cussion 
activities 
geared to 
teenagers’ 
questions. 
Practi­ 
cal help is given 
in 
solving 
such teenage problems as go­ 


ing steady, “making out,” be­ 
coming more popular, and so 
on. 
CONCLUSION, . Planned 
church teenage 
p r o g r a m s 
which provide varied activities, 
good leaders, adequate 
facili­ 
ties and help with real prob­ 
lems are universally success­ 
ful. I think that all of our 
churches 
should 
follow that 
formula. Don’t you?

Formation of Flood Control 
Zone 4 for Bel Aire, described 
as “pieee-meal zoning,” was 
recommended by the Marin 
County Flood Control Commis­ 
sion last night. 
The recommendation, made 
by Bertram Hirsch and second­ 
ed by Hugh Rodman, will go to 
the county board of supervis­ 
ors for public hearings and de­ 
cision. 
William Mayo of Novato and 
Carlton Cherry of Larkspur 
said they feel the zone is too 
small and would be “piece­ 
meal” zoning that would soon 
have to be enlarged as other 
problems arise. 
But Rodman 
said 
“These people (in Bel 
Aire) want it and want to pay 
for it; 1 think we’ll have to give 
it to them.” 
The original flood control 
map drawn up for Zone 4 in­ 
cluded 
portions 
of Rayview 
Heights, Bayview Terrace and 
Strawberry Manor as well as 
Bel Aire. 
But since the other 
areas objected to being includ­ 
ed, Bel Aire decided to go 
ahead on its own. 
The problem at Bel Aire is 
that the area near Tiburon 
boulevard is flooded with wa­ 
ters that cannot flow freely 
under Tiburon boulevard into 
the bay. The zone as proposed 
would include Bel Aire and the 
hills to the north, and a small 
strip southward across Tiburon 
boulevard and into the Salt 
Works Canal.

An entirely new concept in 
servicing and 
repairing the 
hundreds of small craft in the 
Pay Area and especially those 
that ply Marin waters, soon 
will take shape in a huge 137,* 
000 square foot area adjacent 
to the U.S. Corps of Engineers 
section of the former Marin* 
ship yard in Sausalito. 
According 
to 
Ludford 
S. 
“Jerry” Kalfos, who has leased I 
the area from the government, 
the burgeoning growth of plea- j 
sure boating has made it eco­ 
nomically feasible to develop a 
“ do-it-yourself” plan for boat 
owners. 
Kalfos points out that many ( 
boat owners are “ weekenders.' j 
who have only Saturdays and 
Sundays to work on their craft. 
“To pull these boats out of the 
water for repairs and mainten­ 
ance often proves exceedingly | 
costly to the owners,” Kalfos 
explains. “This is due to the 
high cost of maintaining ma­ 
rine railways and yards for the 
purpose.” 
SALVAGE DEVICE 
To circumvent some of this 
expense. Kalfos proposes the 
use of a revolutionary piece of 
equipment known as a “Tra- 
velift” which operates on the 
principle of a device used by 
the Navy during the war for 
the purpose of salvaging land­ 
ing craft w hich were disabled 
on the beach. 
Basically, it is a huge trailer 
so built that it can be run out 
over the water on narrow fin­ 
der piers only wide enough to 
carry the vehicle's wheels, with 
open water space between it’s 
“ legs” into which a boat is 
floated. 
The “ legs” support 
cross 
beams about 20 
feet 
above deck level, with the for­ 
ward legs adjustable to the 
length of the boat. 
Through the use of large 
slings attached to cables and 
winches, the boat can be lifted 
from the water and with a 
truck towing the trailer, the 
craft is moved wherever it may 


be wanted. 
The large “ yard” which Kal­ 
fos has leased, will be the area 
where the boats will be de­ 
posited 
by 
the 
“Travelift.” 
There, the owner may store the 
boat while he works on it him­ 
self or he may have the work 
done for him. 
“This piece of equipment is 
the key to my whole plan," 
Kalfos said. “ As a part of my 
lease. 1 have acquired the fa­ 
miliar high 
north outfitting 
dock, where 1 will build the 
small finger piers and where 
the craft will be lifted from 
the water.” He added that they 
will then be trundled a short 
distance to the “yard.” 


BUILDING LEASED 
In addition to the large open 
area and the dock, Kalfos alsr 
leased the huge original ad 
ministration building, a two- 
story 20.000 square foot strue- 
I ture opposite Sausalito’s Pine 
Hill and remembered by war- 
! time Marin residents as the 
building which was reached by 
a long overhead wooden walk 
from Bridgeway boulevard. 
“ All these pieces tie togeth­ 
er,” was the enthusiastic com­ 
ment 
from 
Kalfos, one-time 
Marinship steamfitter during 
World War II. “The lower floor 
of the building ’will be used 
partly for storage and ware­ 
housing of all types of marine 
gear, both new and surplus, 
and a complete sales depart­ 
ment for the benefit of boat 
owners.” Kalfos said that at 
the moment, plans for the ex­ 
isting offices on the upper 
floors are indefinite but that 
the exterior of the building will 
be completely re decorated. 
In addition, there is a small­ 
er building in the center of 
the “ yard” available for the 
safe storage of inflammables 
of all kinds. 
“This idea of ‘work on your 
own boat’ has been a baby of 
mine since 1948,” Kalfos ad­ 
mitted, “ but the ‘Travelift’ was 
not commercially available un­ 
til 1955. And only a few months 


i 


igo, I was able to get one which 
s now here and ready to put 
ogether.” The only other unit 
>n the West Coast like it, Kal- 
os said, is near San Diego. 


SALVAGE, SURPLUS 
Kalfos has been a property 
owner at Marinship for some 
time, dealing primarily in sal­ 
vage and surplus. He recently 
announced the sale of an ex­ 
ferry boat which he owns. It is 
to be converted into a show­ 
boat for use in Oakland. 
Kalfos plans to service all 
types of craft with his “Tra­ 
velift.” He said that it has j 
ample capacity to handle boats 
up to 56 feet long, weights to j 
25 tons and heights to 21 feet, j 
The 619-foot long outfitting 
dock is Kalfsos’ pride and joy. 
He enthusiastically shows how 
the 
cavernous 
structure 
is 
built of the highest grade air- 
cured lumber which is appar­ 
ently in perfect condition. 
“ I’ll have to lower the top 
deck 18 feet to make it usable,” 
he remarked casually, “ to bring 
it four feet above 
high tide 
level.” He added that to do this, 
he will merely start taking the 
dock apart (since it is bolted to­ 
gether like a child’s construc­ 
tion set), removing the upper 
supporting beams, then putting 
tl / deck back on again. 
Kalfos expects to get started 
on tbe project this week, as 


soon as some minor things like j 
shifting fences are out of the 
way. 
CREW SELECTED 
This revolutionary operator 
is not letting any grass grow 
under his feet, either. He has 
already selected his crew of 
20 men who will help him re­ 
model his property as well as 
to operate it when it’s com­ 
pleted.
